What wiirOur'New-ComerB Do? 

Scarcely u Hay passes that ono does not 
lieur some such ([ucsliou as the above asked 
ill, il' anything, a half degpondcnt touo by aoiiie 
of our citizens. What with strapi)ed miners, 
ond immigrants from Australia and England, 
the'cod'oti'y would aeem to many to be bvor- 
b qrgwdeSiian'd •nll'llbe'aveiiues for'ompleiyraent 
iilled up. Now'nrriv'als'sobn becomis infected 
tiji:with-.the feeling prevailing uniong some people 
'■ fiereVand without wailin^j to sifi the inatlei- to 
its foundation, take ail the diat-ouraging ap- 
pearances to be tlie only side of tlie picture, 
aiul think the sooner they are out of the conn- 
try a;,'uin the better for themselves. We have 
i;o desire to hinder men from goiug wherever 
they can do best — each man is himself the 
best judge of his own all'airs and what course 
""he ougbt'to pursue ; but we would ask nieu to 
\Yeigb'tbo''m'atter well before they make up 
their minds to leave this Colony. There is 
•'~tr\itli'Tn'tlio'%Td' adage, that "a rolling stone 
' gathers no uioss ;" aud few there are who 
' have knoclied about the world for any length 
ot time but can vouch for it. Wtieu ono 
conies to take into consideration. . the expenses 
of traveling, the time lost, aud ' the risks of 
doing 110 better in another country, it becomes 
11 (juestion wliethur or not it would be more 
protitaijio in the end to remain here, submit to 
a little inconvenience for a while, with the cer- 
tainty of ultimately doing well, tlian to leave 
the iilace for another iu no belter condition. 
A great many men liaVe left both, Oobuics 
this summer tor' San Fraueiscb. ''It was to be 
cNpected that Americans, upon tliair not suc- 
ceeding at Cariboo, would return to their own 
country. Their predilec'ious for their own 
institutions would be quite sullieii-nt to induce 
them to take that step, evun though they saw 
a very cheering prospect before them. But 
the case is otherwise wilb people, from other 
countries— wilh'^ tbe natives ol Britain and 
JJritish Colonists in particular. The latter 
will lind tho in.slitiiiions of this Colony aud 
liritish Columbia much more congenial to 
llieir ideas ol law and government. Iviijiisli- 
men more especially will not have to encounter 
here tho prejudice which they would very likely 
meet among many Americans in the States 
on uueounl of their nationality. Moreover, it 
must not he forgotten that if there arc many 
people m this place seeking employment, there 
)S u far greater proportion iu California iu the 
. same. plight. There caunot bo lesd than 50,- 
• 000 persons there who know not how they are 
to pay their board horn one week to the oilier. 
Sun I'raneiseo itself has been the receptacle 
this year of a great number of immigrants 
from the Jvistern States, who will be sure only 
to adil to the already over-slocked suite of the 
labor market by remaining in that city. We 
; can easily; swi; .thonJ \:tha6 ; many ' who 
■' Victoria for SatiTran'cisco are only— to make 
use of a trite e.vpi'essioii — ^jumping out ol the 
frying pan into the fii-e. 

Although our gold mines have not rewarded 
many as yet lor the labor anil msiiey expended 
upon them, contrary to the anticipations ibrmcd 
of them this spring — aud, as a consequence, 
the country is somewhat under a olood tor the 
present — yet any man who has taken pains to 
aequire any iufbrmation respectiug them, must 
be satisfied that the gold is there in abund- 
auee, and will ere long realize the e.xpeclations 
formed of its richness. Till then we must ex- 
pect to labor under some disadvantage, but 
ultimately all will be well ; aud those who re- 
main hero will' have nq^cuuso to regret it. 
Even with' air the drawback's tbat can bo 
urged against the euuiilry a', present, iiB one 
can for a moment be in doubt us to its supe- 
riority over the old country and many new 
orie3t;in respect to the facilities it allords to 
roeil'.of moderate expectations to attain a 
.competency?. r By boarding tbemsolvea, they 
'6i'n "easily live iat SO cents adayi ^nd .taking 
wages at the low 'staridard' of $1, there is a 
margin to be saved. But when they come to 
get Jj2 oO per day as laborers, which many 
liavc been getting this summer, they would 
soon be able to acijuiro property. Of course, 
good meeiianies are in a still better position. 
It is to be regretted that so many of our new 
pbpiilatioa'are meij who have been brought 
up either as clerks or at no enipluyment what- 
ever. The former class will have to change 
their occupations for a while uutil there is a 
greater demand for their .--erviees than at 
present e.'iists. They must not bo afraid or 
ashamed to take hold ol the liist thing that 
turns up, by which they can honest ly make a 
living. It is nothing now in this country for 
geutlernen to leuru how to use the a.xe, the 
jiick and the shovel. We have heard ol h'rench 
noblemen doing good work on the roads of 
California, without thinking it a disgrace. 

'But ;yyhile we thiuU there are many things 
which ought to induce men to stay and settle 
lure, we cannot be blind to the utter inca- 
]jacily shown by the (Joverninenl to meet the 
wants of the situation. Although loans have 
been aulhoriz'jd to he negotiated, and although 
the money could never have been more ad- 
vantageously expended than at present, yet we 
might as well have, bad no such loan uuthur- 
ized — no goveriiixicnt at all in fact to cany 
out the object for which it was intended — for 
all tho benefits the eonnti-y Las derived from 
their movement. ICven the Legislative Coun- 
cil are beginning to awake to the fact. iOven 
thiSy think '• the ljuvernment should it possible 
cpriiQienco without delay, by means of the loan 
already eutborized to be made, the construc- 
tion of such public works, ami csjieeially roails, 
as may be deemed most urgently re'iuii-cd." 
AVhal doubt can there be ol the ability of the 
(Jovernment to give emidoyment to all that 
require it ? If tlicy have not raised money by 
the loan, let them issue debentures payable 
with interest at a low rate upon the coin]ilc- 
lion of the loan. If the United ,':;Lutea can 
allbrd to carry on an expensive war by means 
of Treasuiy notes - il other Colonial Govern- 
ments can pay for a vast system of public 
works by government debentures as a com- 
mon way ol progeeding-T-wby can't oar Gov- 
ernment bestir 'itself to do the same imme- 
diately, and while eireeling necessary iui- 
provenieiils, help to retain our ineseut jiopu- 
laliou / Such debentures or Goverimient scrip 
v\'ould bo e(iuivaloiit to paper money, and 
could easily be converted by its holders in- 
to coin. Wo have not tho slightest doubt 
but that tho Goveruniont might go farther. 
It might pay fut iabur partly by grants of 
land, bubjeei to certain conditions of settle- 
ment to prevent speeulaiion, and a part by 
scrip as above mentioned. Whatever is t« 
be done must bet:aonejdaiokly. We cannot 
permit time to ■^a«8»»withdiit insialing that

the Govern irent shall strain every nerve to 
rataiii people in Ihe Colony till our rexouices 
are properly niaJe known and further de- 
veloped. The careless "let-alone" style of 
doing business, which has acted like a night- 
mare on Ihe progress of this Colony, must be 
dropped at once, and a liberal, well-directed 
and vigorous course of action takes its place. 
The GoTurnmenl must not think that iho 
people can bo satisfied with the mere locat- 
ing of a few settlers in Comox and Cowichnn. 
Every one can't go there. We have mnn of 
all callings who must be enabled to fill the 
musnio of society. Money must eitculute, 
and the Government must do il, even if il 
should go in debt for it. 'I'he euorinous 
natural resources of both colonies, and the 
certainty of a great future, would amply 
justify such a step.

Ordinance on Nuisaiices. 

WE, THE MAYOK AND COUNCILLOUS 
in Council convened, by virtue of the power 
and authority vested in ui by un act i iiiitled "An 
Ant to incorporatc the City of Victoria," pussed the 
Beoond day of August, A. D. 18G2, and in the 
twcnty-aixlli year ot tho reign of ller Most Gra- 
cious Maje8ty,'Quecn "Victoria: and, whereas, it is 
expedient fo>tttrgtt8a'Pte'fliaBat*Bf thtj city : 

Shotio.v I. Therefore bo it ordained that from 
and after the pnsatup of this urdiiianec, no slaugh- 
ter house, tannery, distillery, or other uflcnsivo 
iruilc or occupation,' shall be conducted in any 
premises situated within the limits uf the said city, 
under u penalty not exceeding one pound aterliiig 
for each ollencc. 

Skc. li. That no person shall ride or drive 
through the public btreels ut a pace ejLcociliiiB 
eight miles per hour, under a penally not exceed- 
ing one pound .slcrlinn fur nicli ollVnee.

Until the 
evidence of each ;Was ootnplete, no iniei- 
ruptiod WHS oS'ered, uniesSi when the Preal- 
ileni, observing that the witness was merely 
eoiruboiaiiiig niiitteis already amply deposed 
to, [ccuilcd ihu spunks; to laols buaiing more 
iiiimedialely on ihe caso. 

Owing lo this, and perhaps in some degree 
to tho French lacilities of expression, the 
trial proceeded with great rapidity. 

The si.vtli witness, Louts Cocbel, was an 
odd-looking little man, with a very e.veltod 
manner, lie Wiu Uumollaril's next-door 
neighbor.

'Oh, messieurs I' 
said the inipressioniible little witness burst- 
ing into lear,«. ' I'm lilly-oiie, I never was 
ill a eoim ol justice belore. Now, indeed, 
1 know what fiighiful Hllaits this neighbor 
uf mine dealt In !'' 

The sovcnieenth witness, Dr. Montvenoux, 
detailed Ihe autopsy! of! lha' body of Marie 
ISossud, stating his belief that she hud been 
buried alive. 

llereiijion, the priiODor's counsel rose for 
liie tirst time. 

^"1 desire," he said, " to know llio witness' 
precise reiuoii for this presumption. We 
have horrors enough lo contend svilli, with- 
out tliis crowning atrocity, 'I'lie opinions of 
the medical witnesses lias already created a 
irio^t painful seiisaliuii."

Mario I'ichoii, who was eviduiitly re- 
garded as tho heroine of the hour, and was 
disiinguislied by a very pleasing counloii- 
uiice :ind ingenuous manner, had been pre- 
vailed upon by a pholograplier sent from 
Paris to sil for her picture. Just as she had 
taken lior posiliun, a respectably-dressed 
woman forced hur way through the crowd, 
and, running up to Pichon, iiiiplutcd her to 
forbare, reminding bar, in accordance with 
a popular beliel which, it seems existed, 
that all women who have become associated 
in a marked manner with great criminal pio- 
eessen — such as Nina Lassave, Fieschi's 
mistress, "Madame" LaooiiairB, ami others— 
eaine to soino melancholy end, 

Marie I'ielioii started ; " Ah, nioii Diou ! 
monsieur, snare mo. Do not put niu beside 
that wretch!" she exclaimed, and was in- 
sUiDtly lost ia tbo crowd. 



The evaminntion of the fifty-third wit- 
ness produced a Hiosi paii,liil scene. This 
wns Josephio Bus.sod, sister of the murdered 
gill, who with two other sisters, appeared in 
deep inouriiiDg, and testifietl Iho most pro- 
found grief. It was necessary that she 
should identify the clothes of tho deceased ; 
and as each I'atniiiar garment, slained with 
blojd, was in tiirii hold up, the tears and 
sobs of ihe witnesses redoubled, and deeply 
iillecled llui auditory. The prisoners alone 
],ieserved their caliiiiiess. 

'•no yon recoiled this dress?" nsked the 
Prosideiii, ol Durnullard. 
"Oh, porl'octly." 

"And you, Marianne Dutnollnrd?" 
''Of course, I have worn it." 
• Have you not also worn a cap wilh marks

''Certainly not, 1 .iliouUi havi' tra:i/icd it," 
.said the Woman. 

•'You fully iecogiii/,0 the prisoner'.'" asked 
the president uf the weeping witness. 

" Hecognizo him !'' shrieked the poor girl, 
wringing her hands with wild passion. "The 
miscreant, the inoiisUr 1 He killed my sister — 
my poor Falalic I Uut it is 1 too - / tliat am 
guilly.

standard ol his deserts." 

Duiiiollard's advocate, M. Lnrdfofc, folhnved, 
and coiiiiiieiiced his nddrcSi iu a inaniier de- 
cidedly French. 

" 111 the secluded village of Dagncnx, lately 
so obscuio, to-day so notorious, llieio stands, 
Iroiitiiig the church, a modest tomb, wherein 
reposes all that is mortal of those 1 loved best 
on earlli— my lather and my mother.' Since 
tiie period that the exigencies ol my jir.dessional 
career have forbidden me lo knerl al that cher- 
ished shrine, nieinory has daily pictured to nie 
those happy shades, that simple, quiet com- 
nuinily, amongst whom the soft joys 6f earlier

The c.i:ccllcnt advocate in"lc.S8 euphonious 
phrase, jiroccedcd to explain thiVt 'Dumollard, 
reculleciing his lianio in couuectioh with the 
place, hud wi ilicii to him, entreating him to 
niidertake his deleiiee. 

■• I'eiliaps it is a lirsl expiation on the part 
of this unliapiiy man," reiiiaiked .Monsieur L. 
with ahiiosl overwhelming modeily, •• that he 
should have selected mi/ weak aid. instead ol 
that of some more disiinguislied member of the 
bar, whose liospitaiity 1 am now enjoying." 

Monsieur I,, made no ellorl to rebui the 
evidcuco, resliiig his defence ou the ground of 
those sociaf defects which cast men like Du- 
mollard, unheeded loo.sc upon the world Iroin 
their cradles ; wdiilc, ul the .lame time, the 
.growing aversion to capital piiiiisiiienl weak- 
ens llie sole b.u rii'r by which llie passion,- ol 
such men are re^tiMiiied. Shall, then, society 
wreak mortal vciige.iiice upon a deed for whicli 
it is itself in some measure rcsiiousible ? 

Tho counsel of tho female prisoner, M. Vil 
Icncnve, delivered a" lonj;' aiul very oloquenl 
adilress, and, having heller materials toj.vork 
with, made a decided impression biTlho'cijurl 
a;!'.l jury.
